CONDENSED X-RAY INFORMATION. 


New APPLICATION oO} HE ROENTGEN 
Ray. FLuORESCENT SCREEN. An impor 
tant advance in the application of the 
Roentgen ray to medic:ine ts described 
in the Semaine WM Instead of taking 
photographs, it 1s now p ssible to look 
directly into the body and see the skele 
ton with our own eyes This is accom 


plished by means of a screen made by 


gluing a piece of cardboard '.mm 
thick on a pane of glass. A square 
piece is then cut out of the center 


10x 25cm. and the space left on the 
glass is filled with the finely pulverized 
chemicals, which we know become fluor 
escent under the Roentgen ray; double 
cyanide of potassium and platinum, or 
double cyanid of barium and platinum. 
This is covered with another piece of 
cardboard, the same size as the first, 
enclosing the chemicals If this screen 
is held at the cathode end of a Crookes’ 
tube concealed in a pasteboard box or 
covered with a cloth, the part of the 
frame that holds the chemicals is in 
stantly illuminated, and a hand inter 
posed between the illuminated frame 
and the invisible Crookes’ tube, becomes 
transparent, so that nothing but the 
bones can be seen Promising results 
have already been secured by Burka, 
Roentgen, Salvioli, Lewy, Grunmarch,
